The Sultan and His Lunacy Cause 
Terror at Constantinople. 


A Superstitious Dread of Cats--Reviewing 
Ghostly Armies--Marshals of the Ottoman 
Empire Arrested An Adventurer the Fa- 
vorite of the Porte- Interesting Letter. 


Specia} to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW Tonk, December 22.—A letter by 
mail from Constantinople is published in to- 
day’s Sun. It reads: Abdul Medjid has 
softening of the brain. He is crazy, like his 
brother Mourad, who is to-day shut up in 
the palace of Tsheragan, and like his father, 
the predecessor of Abdul Aziz. His mon- 
omania is the fear of being dethroned, as his 
brother and his uncle were, and perhaps as- 
sassinated, as he believes the latter was.

Mve already told you what I think of that 
so-called assassination. Three days ago Fu- 
ad Pasha was ordered to the Palace, where 
he is still kept a prisoner. Fuad is the young- 
est among the Marshals of the Empire. In 
the last war he distinguished himself by his 
bravery. About a fortnignt ago he was 
chosen by the Sultan to convey, in his name, 
to the Emperor of Austria, the diamond 
badge of the Osmanli. Fuad himself recetv- 
ed this order, and at Vienna, 
I believe that of Stetienne. 
‘He is therefore not only one of the great 
personages Of the empire, but one of the fa- 
vorites of the Sultan.

Italy. 

Roux, December 22.— The debate on the 
Parliamentary oath bill was resumed in the 
Chamber of Deputies.

REMI-OFFICIAL UTTERANCE. 

BERLIN, December 22. — The semi-official 
North German Gazette comments upon cer- 
tain utterances of the Vienna press, showing 
the existence of a belief in some quarters 
that the recent articles in the Cologne Ga- 
zette on the military equilibrium may be in- 
tended as a warning by Bismarck to 
certain anti-German elements in Austria. 
It says nothing is known in Government cir- 
cles which could support such an interpreta- 
tion. Full confidence is felt both in the pres- 
ent and future policy of Austria. Mutual 
confidence between the two empires lies out- 
side of the province of journalistic diseus- 
sion. ‘The relations of Germany with Aus- 
trian, as well as with 8 rest 
upon the nmistorial and political 
positions of the three empires, and the per- 
sonal feeling of the monarchs, who cannot be 
disturbed by newspaper discussions. Re- 
plying to the remarks of the St. Petersburg 
Golos against Bismarck, the North German 
Gazette say: The Russian papers must 
know that the Chancellor is and has been 
the last thirty years the strongest advocate 
in the whole of Germany for not 
oniy pacific but friendly relations with 
Russia. This, perhaps, is his chief fault in 
the eyes of the hon-Russian forces support- 
ing the Golos.

BOLD BURCLARS. 


The Daring of the Gang of Rob- 
bers Growing Apace, 


Three Audacious Burglaries Last Night-A 
Plucky Watchman Shoots One of the Foot- 
pads A “Window Smashing” Outfit~The 
Police Completely Baffled--More Arrests-- 
No Clues. 


The gang of burglars which has been ter- 
rorizing the people for the past three weeks 
was out again in full force last night. An- 
other jewelry store was successfully raided, 
and a young fellow who gave his name as 
Rafferty or Ryan was shot and, in all proba- 
bility, mortally wounded, while endeavoring 
to enter Folsom & Co.’s gun store, on the 
corner of Main street and Chrysty avenue. 
One source of consolation is thatin two cases 
the robbers did not get away last night. On 
the other hand, the recklessness and daring 
displayed by the fellows shows that they 
have little fear of arrest and the supremest 
contempt for the police. Shortly after 8 
o'clock last night, while the fire was in prog- 
ress on Washington avenue, the gang began 


its work. 

PRIVATE WATCHMAN TIM 0’CONNELL, 
whose beat is on North Main, came up to see 
the blaze and met Sergeant Sam Boyd, who 
advised him to go back and watch his premi- 
ses. He did so and was just in time to run 
into a first-class experience. As he walked 
along the west side of Main street, between 
Washington and Christy avenues, he saw 
two men evidently at work on the door of 
H. Folsom 0.“ s gun store. 
O'Connell watched the fellows for twenty 
minutes and all the time he could hear a cut- 
ting noise, which showed him that the fel- 
lows were attempting to force an_ entrance. 
Then a man came walking along Main street 
and the burglars ceased work and ran down 
Christy avenue towards the levee. Tim 
O’Connell went across to the window where 
the fellows had been cutting. He found 
that they had cut through the wooden 
shutters, and had broken the glass in 
a show ease filled with valuable fire-arms. 
Nothing, however, was taken. It was evi- 
dent that the burglars had been frightened 
just at the time when they were about to se- 
cure their booty. O’Connell told the rest of 
his story to a reporter this morning. “ 
thought the fellows would come back from 
Christy avenue again,” he said, 80 I con- 
eluded to wait for them. I got up behind 
one of the iron pillars in Folsom's store, and 
stood where they could not see me 
I waited awhile and began to think that they 
were not coming back. Finally, 1 started to 
reconnoitre, and was creeping around the 
corner of the building when they almost ran 
into my arms. One of them,this man who was 
shot, wasin his shirt sleeves and had the 
knife with which he had been cutting still in

his hand. I arrested both of them. Now, 
said I, If you attempt to escape, 
1 LL SHOOT YOU SURE,’ 

Just at this minute the other fellow pulled 
away from me and ran up Christy avenue. 
I fired one shot in the air but that only made 
him run faster, and he disappeared up the 
hill. I turned to my other prisoner and said: 
‘don’t you try that game; 1 will not promise 
to fire in the air if you try a break like that.’ 
‘Shoot and be d——d’ said he, and he rushed 
down Christy avenue toward 
the levee in an opposite 
rection from that taken hy his partner.“ 
I followed as fast as 1 could, and, as I saw I 
could not overtake the fellow, I fired a shot 
in the air. It never stopped him at all. I saw 
1 had no other hopes of catching him, so J 
fired again, this time aiming at his feet. He 
fell, but I dia not know how badly he was 
hurt until leame up to him. As he tottered, 
he called out Bill, oh, Bill,“ referring 
to the other man I suppose. 
I discovered he was badly hurt, and a patrol 
wagon Was called, which took him to the 
Dispensary.” Dr. Dorsett examined the man 
and found that he was very badly hurt. He 
had been shot between the shoulders, just on 
the line of the spine, and the bullet had 
probably embedded itself in the left leg. The 
young fellow was hardly able to speak, but 
when asked for his name he gave the curious 
answer that it was 

“JACK RAFFERTY, OR RYAN.” 
He told the doctors that he lived at Seven- 
teenth street and Cass avenue, but would 
say nothing about his partner and refused 
to talk further. He was sent to the hospital, 
When, at 10 a. m. to-day, he was reported to 
be still in a dangerous condition.

ST. LOUIS BILLS. 


Measures That the Next Legisla- 
ture Will be Called Upon 
to Pass. 


A Grain Elevator Bill--History of the Pawn- 
brokers’ Act Trouble to Get Local Financial 
Relief From the Country Members--The St. 
Louis Delegation and Its Organization. 


The members of the St. Louis delegation 
to the General Assembly have determined to 
organize as a permanent committee of the 
House and will dignify one of their members 
with the honor of chairman. Geo. W. Hall, 
being the senior member, will probably be 
tendered the honor, although there is a desire 
upon the patt of some of the members to do 
honor to Henry Kent. This committee is 
allowed a clerk, and he is a pretty considera- 
ble sort of a man among the clerks. There 
are in the field several candidates 


for this honorable but hardly lucrative posi- 
tion, the grangers having cut the pay of legis- 
lative clerks from $5 to $3.50 per day. Frank 
Ketchum,who has sought nomination for ev- 
ery office in the State short of Governor, is 
naturally in the field. Tom Morris may be 
induced to temporarily abandon his very lu- 
crative and extensive law praetice to again 
take the place, and Tom Meek, a well-known 
reporter, is legging among the members. 
The opposition to the forming of a committee 
of the St. Louis members was 
born in the fact that the grangers are sup- 
posed to look with suspicion upon all matters 
coming out of the city, and the unanimous 
recommendation of the St. Louis members in 
favot ofa measure is generally pretty cer- 
tain to insure its defeat. The St. Louis mem- 
bers conluded, however, ‘definitely at a caucus 
held a few days ago, that as St. Louisians in 
a body they would be better prepared to 
consider the large number of measures sub- 
mitted of interest only to St. Louis. 

Of course the first topic 
of interest developed will be that of sub- 
mitting a prohibition amendment of the Con 
stitution to the people. Eleveh of the St. 
Louis members are pled to the Executive 
Committee of the Anti-Prohibition League 
to vote against the submission of the ques- 
tion. Messrs. Curtiss, Jones and Carroll are 
the three members who paid no attention to 
the catechism of that committee, and are 
foot-loose and free to act.

JONAH AND THE WHALE. 

The reputation of Bishop RyAwn for elo- 
quence, as well as for learning and piety, 
always suffices to fill any church or hall in 
which he is announced to speak, and secures 
a wide sale for any published report of ser- 
mon or discourse delivered by him. His 
recent lecture on “Some of the Causes of 
Modern Infidelity” has been no exception to 
the general rule of his popularity, and, in 
spite of its length, the sermon has been gen- 
erally read and discussed. 

The story of Jonan and the Whale is of 
course one of the first biblical difficulties 
which skeptics and unbelievers take hold of, 
and the temptation to gain this easy vantage- 
ground has been strengthened by the attempt 
on the part of Bishop Ryan to reconcile 
the miracle with natural law and by 
the assumption that the great sea monster 
which swallowed the prophet was a special 
creation or an animal otherwise unknown to 
science. 

There is no necessity of resorting to uch 
explanations. No single miracle can be ex- 
plained, and there is no use in trying. No 
explanation is needed for a believer; no ex- 
planation suffices for an unbeliever. There are 
people who honestly refuse to believe in any 
miracle, either of Curist or of the prophets 
before Him or of the saints since His day. 
They refuse to believe that any man who 
had died was afterwards restored to life; 
they refuse to believe that the sun and moon 
stood still in their orbit at Josava’s com- 
mand; they refuse to believe that the 
body of Jonan_ resisted the dissolving 
operation of any animal’s digestive organs, 
and there is no use arguing the possibility of 
such occurrences with them. They do not 
admit that the Supreme Being acts in that 
way. 

But the ground taken by believers in mira- 
cles is that the same power which fixed the 
motion of the stars and the progress of life 
and death can check that motion or that 
progress at will, can suspend the laws of 
nature and restore their action, and they be- 
lieve that Gop does act in this way, has 
often acted in this way directly and through 
agents. ‘To such persons there is no diffi- 
culty in believing that Gop rendered 
JONAH’S body insensible to the operation of 
the natural laws of digestion for two days, 
or that he suspended the operation of those 
laws in the whale. If Gop willed it, it 
was not merely easy; it was done by 
the mere act of willing it. The case 
has difficulties only for those who would un- 
dertake to limit the operations of Gop’s will 
or to define the conditions under whic it 
shall undertake to act. 

This world would be much more comfort- 
able if people would recognize in all abstract 
questions the existence of a personal element 
which presents the question in a different 
light to all men. People of sense do not 
discuss questions of taste, they do not dis- 
cuss questions of race, yetit is much easier 
fora Frenchman and a German to hope to 
agree on a diseussion of the relative merits 
of their races, or for an aristocrat and a 
democrat to agree about soci@ questions, 
than it is to hope that a believer and a 
skeptic will come any nearer to each 
other’s views through discussion. In 
fact, religious discussions are now en- 
gaged in not so much for the sake 
of coming to an agreement, as of coming toa 
disagreement. The challenge to a contro- 
versy is invariably achallenge to a fight, 
and whenever one sees the story of JONAH 
and the whale put under discussion it may 
generally be considered as the placing of a 
theological chip on the shoulder in the hope 
that some opponent will make things lively 
by knocking it off. 


The surplus of the Postoffice Department 
for the current fiscal year is estimated at 
three millions of dollars, and there is just 
one feature of the management of the de- 
partment which prevents the surplus from 
being twice as much. This is the rule which 
has been adopted of carrying second-class 
mail matter at less than half the cost of the 
service. Instead of equalizing the charges 
for mall service by compelling the second- 
class matter to pay its share of cost, the 
Postmaster-General proposes, for some in- 
scrutable reason, to relieve such matter 
bf all charge whatever and to continue com- 
pelling the latter mail to pay its own ex- 
penses and the deficit created by this super- 
fluous generosity. 

There is no assignable reason for this 
strange suggestion except the possibility that 
it may conciliate the favor of the small 
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whether any number of reputable country 
editors will be found openly defendipg 3 
proposition which places them in the atti- 
tude of dependants on the bounty of Con- 
gress, of sponges and deadbeats at the ex- 
pense of the National Treasury. There is 
no more reason for subsidizing the 
press by paying its postage bill than 
by paying its composition bill, or by 
making a direct subsidy in money. If the 
proposition were put in that shape nobody 
would consider it for a moment, but in its 
present shape it is not only a question to be 
considered, but it will require something like 
a strain on the virtue of Congress to prevent 
its being enacted as a law. 

The easy course of every small fraud or 
swindle which has to make its way in the 
world of Congress is to get a number of small 
local interests involved in it with no general 
public sentiment opposed toit. This is the 
way in whicn the River and Harbor bill was 
made so comprehensive and rascally, the 
way in which the big appropriations for 
public buildings in small towns are secured, 
the way in which Star Routes are expedited, 
and itis the way in which the free postage 
steal can be put through if Congress is not 
made to understand thoroughly that the pub- 
lic do not want it and will not have it. The 
agitation of the question makes the demand 
for two-cent letter postage imperative. 


„ THE MODESTY OF WEALTH. 

We know nothing of the late BENJAMIN 
S. Rorcnu, of Milton, Mass., save the infor- 
mation which comes as it were, from beyond 
the grave, to the effect that Rotcu was, after 
death, and when his executors were taking 
an inventory of his assets, a much richer 
man than he had ever been im his life time 
when the tax assessor called on him to make 
a statement of his worldly possessions. 

Living, he was a quiet, unobtrusive citizen, 
never rushing forward to claim a front seat 
among the purse-proud millionaires, but 
humbly rated as one of the three hun- 
dred thousand dollar men who are not 
called on so heavily for bebt-raising, 
festivals, hospital endowments and other di- 
versions of the wealthy. He was of the 
opinion of the late Jonn JAcos Astor, who 
declared that aman who had only two or 
three hundred thonsand dollars could be as 
happy as if he were a rich man, and Mr. 
Rotcu took his happiness among the mod- 
est possessors of the petty ten score of thou- 
sands, on which amount he paid his taxes 
and contributed to the supportof the Com- 
monwealth. 

Yet when he died and his eager heirs com- 
menced to size his pile,“ they struck a small 
Aladdin’s grotto, dazzling the eyeand the 
mind and making the mouth water with 
the luscious richness of the developments. 
No flimsy apples of gold, or gems and 
gewgawsisuch as filled Aladdin’s apron, 
Wies the treasu es which had cheered the 
ungouusive life f the model citizen, but 
stocks and bonds, , th their coupons neatly 
ordered, and their little six and seven 
per cent going on with the order of the 
planets in their courses. Of railroad shares 
in the Chicago, Burlington and Quincy, in 
the Manhattan, the Albany and other high- 
toned roads, he held just the value of $979,- 
687: his conscience would not permit him to 
call it a million. Of manufacturing stocks, 
well known to all buyers of the fabrics of 
Massachusetts, the Wamsutta, Pacific, Great 
Falls and other mills, he held $800,000 ap- 
praised value. And so the list runs on: 
Mining shares, $56,000; insurance stock, 
$21,000; McKay Sewing Machine, $1000,000; 
sailing vessels, $112,000; and last, but not 
least, in railroad bonds, securieties of 
the Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fe 
the Mexican Central, Atantic and Pacific, 
Manhattan, and others of the first-class and 
gilt-edged description, he held $1,000,000 
worth. 

Whatan example ot thrift and industry 
and of unpretending worth. He divided his 
estate into two parts. One part, valued at 
$175,000, he showed to the tax assessor and 
cheerfully paid thereon the legal rate of tax- 
ation. The other part, valued at $3,309,000, 
he modestly withheld from public notice, not 
through any desire to wrong his fellow man, 
but merely through that shrinking modesty 
which so often makes rich men reluctant to 
tell the world how rich they are. Incident- 
ally he defrauded the Commonwealth 
which protected him in the accu- 
mulation and enjoyment of his wealth of a 
trifling matter of fifty thousand dollars or so 
a year, which it needed for its public ex- 
penses, and left that amount to be made up 
by poor day laborers, wage workers, and 
others who have not caught on to the idea of 
evading the assessor, but this was merely in- 
cidentally, and we hesitate to blame him for 
this trifling oversight lest our remarks might 
be misunderstood as censuring others, as 
wealthy perhaps as the late Mr. Rorcu, and 
certainly quite as modest.

GEN. SHERMAN, 

At a time when most people thought a call 
for 75,000 three-months men was a monstrous 
exaggeration of the difficulty of putting down 
the rebellion, they pronounced Gen. SHEr- 
MAN crazy for blurting out his opinion that 
it would take 200,000 to do the job. A good 
many of his brusque utterances since have 
been received with similar incredulity, only 
to be vindicated by the logic of events in the 
end. But one of the wisest remarks he ever 
made was in an interview with “Gath” the 
other day, when he bluntly expressed thé 
opinion that a home in St. Louis is prefera- 
ble to the Presidency.

fresh and appetizing condition.

RUNNING A MUCK, 


A Jealous Negro’s Desperate Attack on 
Some Colored People. 
Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

New York, December 22.—A negro named 
Alexander Jefferson, whose picture is among 
those of the thieves in the rogues’ gallery in 
Brooklyn, took a position in the rain in front 
of. a lighted window in the tenement 177 Buf- 
falo avenue, Brooklyn, and taking aim ata 
company of colored men and women on the 
inside, fired a shotgun at them, killing Hen- 
ry Hicks, aged 30, and wounding his own 
brother, Celestial Jefferson. As soon as the 
shot was fired the company was panic- 
stricken. C. Jefferson, who suspected that 
it was his brother’s attack, ran out and seiz- 
ed the gun. Alex then drew 
a knife and ran into the house. His brother 
Celestial went at full speed to 
the police station, carrying the gun with him, 
telling the story of the attack. The lice 
went tothe house at double-quick. There 
they came upon a bloody sight. Jefferson 
had plunged in the midst of the excited ne- 
groes and begun a murderous assault * 
them. He had stabbed Ella Jackson, an 
her dead body was upon the floor, and Annie 
Jackson was bleeding from eight knife 
wounds in different parts of her body. The 
negroes were frightened infoapanic. They 
were moaning and weeping, and welcomed 
ed the appearance of the police as though all 
had been infearof utter destruction. They 
could searcely give an account of what had 
happened and were unable to tell what had 
become of Jefferson, except that he had gone. 
The best information the lice could 
get was that he ad oo 
in the direction of Flatbush. A general po- 
lice telegraph alarm was soon sent out, con- 
taining a description of Jefferson,as being 28 
years old, shurt and stout, very black and 
dressed in a black cloth suit and black hat. 
The mounted squad was sent 2 to 
Flatbush to hunt him down. C. Jefferson, 
who was a horse-dealer, lived next door to the 
scene of the tragedy. He had a long-stand- 
ing dispute with his brother which had of 
late quickened into jealousy, because Annie 
Jackson, a comely colored woman, whose fa- 
vor Alexander had sought in vain, 
had begun to show affection for 
his rival, Henry Hicks, lived next 
door, and last night entertained some of his 
friends there, including Annie Jackson and 
Celestial J efferson. Alexander determined 
to break the party up. 1 
believed that he aimed at his brother but the 
shet only grazed the latter’s face, making a 
slight wound and passing on instantly killed 
Hicks. Then, in a fit of desperation upon 
being discovered, he ran into the house and 
made his deadly assault. He seemed to be 
running amuck, as he dashed about. with his 
knife. He quickly overpowered the eldest 
Jackson woman and then did his utmost to 
kill Annie Jackson, the younger one. Only 
her desperate struggles saved her life. Itis 
possible, however, that her wounds may 

rove fatal. She was taken tothe Cumber- 
and Street Hospital with Celestial Jeffer- 
son. Jefferson has not yet been arrested.

RAILROAD NOTES. 


How Cotton is Burnt During Transpor- 
tation—Personal Items. 


The ’Frisco Line begins runni 
cars to Fort Smith on and after 
1883. 

Mr. J. S. McDonough, general traveling 
passenger agent of the K. C., L. & S. K. R. R., 
is in town. 

C. G. Lemon, city ticket agent of the 
C., B. & Q., is sick and confined to his room 
with a severe cold. 

The local freight agent of one of the roads 
leading into this city from the South, and 
whose experience in handling cotton, and the 
vicissitudes to which the handling of the 
stapie are subjected, is wide and extensive, 
in speaking of the traffic this morning, said: 
“We have always had 11 great 
many claims to pay for cot- 
ton burnt in transit and every 
year we have thought that accidents 
of this kind had reached the limit, but the 
experience of this year teaches us that we 
have never known anything about it. 
Claims are the heaviest draught we have on 
our net receipts, and of course we watch 
most closely anything that depletes our 
treasury in this style. We have never before 
had so many and such great losses of 
cotton by tire as during the past season, and 
if it continues to increase at such a fearful 
rate as the trade increases, other and safer 
means of 1 it must be devised, or 
the risk must transferred from the rail- 
road carrying it to some one else. By reason 
of the immense general freight business we 
are very 
scarce with us, and the cotton 
shipper is compelled to take any kind of cars, 
whether box or flat, that we offer. Cotton 
loaded on flat-cars is exposed to the flying 
sparks from the engine, and ag, ap he 
loaded in that way, takes fire. The cause of 
so many losses in cotton by fire is the utter 
impossibility of putting out the 
fire when it has once ignited, 
As an example of this I will tell you of an in- 
séance that occurred within the last month. 
A lot of cotton caught fire down the road, and 
in order to save it the train was stopped, the 
cotton unloaded, and the hose from the en- 
gine set to werk on it. After completely 
soaking it, as we thought, and in order to 
make assurance doubly sure, it was buried 
deep in the ground and left 
there for twenty days, then loaded in a box 
car and brought to St. Louis. Here it was 
immediately unloaded and put in a place 
that tire could not possibly get at it. We 
thought we had done it up une that time and 
were feeling good over it, but believe it or 
not, that cotton blazed up in the 
full vigor of a healthy blaze 
yesterday and it was only after the greatest 
effort that we saved the entire warehouse, 
coutents and all, from burning up with the 
plaguey cotton. I could tell you about hun- 
dreds of such cases, but they would all tend 
to the same point—the tenacity with which a

CREDITORS IN CONFLICT. 


Result of the Vornbrock Furniture 
Case—The Conveyance Sustained. 


A non-suit was taken this morning in 
Judge Thayer’s court in the case of the 
Robert Mitchell Furniture Company against 
the Vornbrock Furniture Company, gar- 
nishees of John H. Vornbrock. This was 
a test case, and the result is of some inter- 


est to the furniture trade. The controversy 
related to the opposition of a few creditors 
of John H. Vornbrock, who objected to the 
mode of settlement opted by the general 
body. His debts amounted to about 000, 
distributed among 93 creditors. An arrange- 
ment was effec by E. J. White, — j 
for Mr. Vornbrock, whereby he convey 
all his assets 1 corpora- 
tion composed of the chief 
creditors. The company executed promisso 
notes providing for the payment of Juhn 
Vornbrock’s creditors in four installments. 
The first instaliment fell due September 13, 
and all the notes were fully paid. Of the 
$50,000 indebtedness, creditors representing 
about 578,000, assented to the arrange- 
ment. ‘The corporation was formed and 
John H. Vornbrock acted as president and 
manager of the concern, The only opposi- 
tion emanated from Eastern creditors, 
the Robert Mitchell Company, Benedict 
& Day, and 8. Binswanger, of New 
York. These parties, through their 
attorneys here, Marshall & Barclay persist- 
ently fought the conveyance from the outset, 
and every screw was turned in the legal ma- 
chinery of the courts to upset the furniture 
corporation or secure prompt payment in full 
ot their respective claims,amounting to a few 
thousand dollars. At the trial of the 
Mitcheil case, Mr. Marshall offered in 
evidence the certificate of the Vornbrock 
company’s incorporation; the deed of con- 
veyance from John H. Vorubrock to the com- 
pany for $100,000, and a deed of trust from 
the Vornbrock Furniture Company to August 
Gehner to secure 880,000 represented by 
promissory notes issued by the company to 
pay John H. Vornbrock’s debts. He 
read the agreement of the creditors with Mr. 
Vornbrock, oi date May, 1882, executed in E. 
J. White’s office, relating to the transfer of 
the Property to the company. Mr. Vorn- 
brock Was likewise placed on the stand to de- 
tail the transaction. Mr. Marshall contended 
that the conveyance was fraudulent on the 
ground that it hindered and delayed 
non-assenting creditors. Mr. E. Je White, 
for the defendant, contended that the arrange- 
ment throughout was made in good faith, and 
that it was void of any semblance of fraud. 
It simply represented a harmonious 
feeling among the great majority of 
Vormbrock’s creditors to help bim 
over the stile and continue 
the business, saving themselves, at the same 
time, from loss. The court sustained Mr. 
White’s position and held that there was no 
ground for recovery ih the Mitchell case.

From the London Truth. 


I spoke a short time ago about M. Charles 
Bianc having died of cancer. and pointed to 
the conclusion that his malady was to be in 
some dégree traced to the alluvial situation 
of th: Palais Mazarin, where he resided. Of 
that disease, I said that it haunts low-lyin 
river-sides and the mouths of streams w 
serve as sewers. Perhaps it might be of in, 
terest to some of 
what data I have 2 Raspail first called 
my attention to the fact seventeen or eighteen 
years ago. was in Holland struck 
with the prevalence of cancer in the low-ly- 
ing districts, and still more along the mouths 
of the Scheldt and the Rhine. o at first as- 
eribed the frequency of the malady to the 
electrical conditions produced by the metal- 
lic plates which the women of different 
Netherlandish localities wear on their heads 
to support their tall lace and muslin caps; 
but he also found that in the tidal on o 
the Seine, where the soll is alluvial, there 
was — deal of cancer, although no metal 
ente into the ead-gear. He 
pursued his observations at the mouths of 
other rivers. 7 led him to believe 
that conditions of soll and atmosphere which 
developed scrofula were also favorable to 
cancer, a malady which is apt to show itself 
in a glandular region.

We're used to seeing them and 
have got hardened. It’s ali the fault of 
the of Works, that is paid 
to drain the country and won't 
do it.

Gath in New York Tribune. 


Pullman City, which I visited last Sunday, 
is soon to have a formal dedication, when the 
theater and library are to be thrown open. 
It is probably the only model city in the 
world, and has cost $6,000,000, which already 
pays 6 per cent on every element of it. There 
are 3, acres of land costing $8,000: the 
town proper is built on 500 acres, all that by 
law could be an appurtenance of a manufac- 
turing company. It is in idea a car manu- 
factory surrounded by s city for the opera- 
tives, and for an ideal mechanical life, the 
whole to pay, to be free of disease and to 
exalt the condition of men. At one end are 
the great brick shops, turning out fifteen 
cars a day, with a mighty tower of brick 200 
feet high to distribute the sewerage, while 
the heat, etc., are dispensed by the great en- 
gine which drove the machinery at the Cen- 
tennial Exhibition. At the center and other 
end are the plaza and town, all ot brick, with 
nearly 10,000 inhabitants half a mile from 
Lake Michigan; an artificial lake comes into 
the plaza, on which are the arcade, hotel 
(called Florence, for Mr. Pullman’s daughter), 
serpentine gothic church, market house 
railway station, and Pullman railroad to gi 
ihe greater lake ot Calumet, which Mr. Pull- 
man says will be the manufacturing center 
of the Western world and greatest lake 
port. 

In this little city, where the Duke of 
Weimar might have brought Schiller and 
Goethe to live, the houses rent from $11 a 
month to $60, the latter for the merchants. 
Every lease can be broken at two weeks’ 
notice on either side. There is uo other po- 
litical government but the Pullman corpor- 
ation, which is Fe M. man. et 
there is not the least interference with an 
inhabitant, though not a town lot is sol
